to his death. 
He w as 84. 
The family announced th a t the 
funeral would be strictly 
private 
and requested th a t no flowers be 
sent. 
M emorial services would be 
held later, the announcem ent said. 
Brandeis, who sum m ed up 
his 
own philosophy of life 
as 
“high 
thinking and sim ple living.” 
had 
no experience as a 
judge 
w hen 
President W ilson nom inated 
him 
for associate justice in 1916. 
B ut 
he was nationally know n for 
his 
activity in and out of court on be­ 
half of labor unions and against 
“high finance.” 
The “bill of rig h ts,” em braced 
in the first ten am endm ents to the 
constitution, bulked large in the 
reasoning of Louis D em bitz B ran ­ 
deis throughout th e m ore th an 20 
years in which b e served as an 
associate justice of the Suprem e 
C ourt in the U nited States. De­ 
signed by their fram ers to m ake 
clear the extent to which individ­ 
uals should be safeguarded under 
the constitution, the ten articles 
found a consistent defender in the

liberal-m inded justice and he fre­ 
quently turned to them for in ter­ 
pretatio n s on the constitutionali­ 
ty of laws w herein the rig h ts of 
property seem ed to clash w ith hu­ 
m an rights.

Russians Say Army Is 
in Strongest Position 
Since War Began

Many persons are under the erroneous im­ 
pression that the recent Federal Reserve 
Board regulations placed drastic restrictions 
on the time-paying method of all purchases 
with a blanket down payment covering all 
merchandise. 
The correct facts are that the government 
has placed an eighteen-months limit on credit, 
but has varied the amount of down payment 
in accordance with the materials in the com­ 
modity which might Ik? used in the defense 
program. 
Government regulations are not imposed 
on home needl'd items to the extent of other 
items that might conflict with the defense 
needs. 
For example: 
Furniture may be 
bought for ten per cent down and electrical 
appliances for twenty per cent down. 
Government effort to eliminate excesses Is 
praiseworthy. But it should not go too far. 
If we were to try to get along without credit, 
a vast amount of business would tx' choked 
off. 


STILL MORE TAXES 
If one never has been interested in federal 
taxes, because he has had no direct taxes to 
pay and didn’t understand about the indirect 
taxes, it is high time that he started doing 
a little figuring. His turn is coming. It won’t 
be long now until every individual who makes 
any real income will be required to pay direct 
taxes. 
And still their Is talk of more taxes. No 
one knows, within a couple of billion dollars, 
how much revenue the present tax laws will 
produce, nor the capacity of our people to 
handle the load. Yet, further taxes are in 
the Washington air. 
In view of these additional burdens, the 
country should be given a respite from spend­ 
thrift policies of expenditures of public funds. 
The government should lose no time in re­ 
ducing non-defense expenditures and the 
state and local governments should also cut 
expenditures consistent with good manage­ 
ment. 
The national government, state and local 
municipalities must save just as the citizen 
must save if he is to survive the heavy tax 
burden.

VANISHING HAY MOW 
Perhaps only city folks will object that 
science is going too far when it proposes to 
do away with the hay mows and big red 
barns of the Middle West.

There are newer 
and better ways of storing and using hay 
then the old one of drying it and piling it up 
to the roof of a two-story barn. 
At any rate, experiments are already un­ 
der way at the agricultural college of the 
University of Wisconsin to test such ideas.

"No other physician would let you go out to give 
the address with a temperature of two degrees 
above normal but I believe it would do you more 
physical harm to allow you to lie fuming in bed 
knowing that the address was cancelled and the 
money not collected for the cause. I llnd no chest 
involvement so I will take you in my car to the 
church, sit near you, and take you right home to 
bed utter you have finished your address. 
There 
will be no ojqxirtunity for friends and others to even 
shake hands with you.” 
This arrangement was carried out and he was 
back in bed in just a little over an hour from the 
time he left home. 
His temperature was down one degree the next 
morning and normal the following day. 
The physician “knew” his patient, knew that he 
would toss in bed, la* tormented in mind, and lose 
so much strength thut it was safer to let him have 
the natural outlet for his energy. The j>hysical effort 
necessary to get him to the church, speak, and im­ 
mediately return to bed, was many times less than 
this particular individual would have expended had 
he been forced to remain in tied. 
There is no question but that the average indi­ 
vidual suffering with a cold whose temperature is 
two degrees above normal should remain in bed till 
the temperature is down to normal. Being on the 
feet when the temperature is high may enable the 
pneumonia organisms to overcome the patient s re­ 
sistance. However, in this particular case, as in 
many others, knowing the temperament of the i>at- 
ient is most important in the treatment of the dis­ 
ease.

Under the m icroscope, blood from 
a victim of m alaria is a s vivid as a j 
touthcrn sunset. 
In m ild malaria, 
the red blood cells appear s p e c k l e d 
with pink. 
In violent form s of the 
disease, the corpuscles darken to 
dusky copper, m ottled with purple. 
These changing hues show the prog­ 
ress of the fight between i n v a d i n g 
m alarial p arasites and the body's 
defending blood cells. 
With a special quartz red light, 
Dr M elvin H. Knisely cf the Uni- 
X’ersity of C hicago has taken colored 
movies of the Battle of M alaria. 
At 
the Louisville m eeting of the South­ 
ern M edical association, D r Knisely 
showed his m ovies—the firs* ever 
taken of discase in a living bh'od- 
stream . 
F o r his stars Dr. Knisely 
has chosen five m alarial m onkeys.
